THE THUNDER OF SILENCE 
It is the story of a little English 
village 
too 
small to be on the 

When the war broke out in 
1014 village had 19 boys of mili­ 
tary age.

R h eum atic heart in child ren is on e 
of the g reat problems n ow c o n fro n t­ 
in g public health officials. 
Too few 
person s* realize the seriousn ess o t 
this d isease an d its m en ace to future 
health an d happin ess. 
U n fortun ately , the d isease 
is often 
overlooked in its early stages. 
At 
tim es it is regard ed merely as the 
"growin g pain s” of child ren . 
To all 
m others 1 would like to em phasize 
the fact th a t there is n o such thin g 
as pain d ue to grow th. 
If a child 
complain .« persisten tly of pain s in the 
legs, a rm s an d should ers, rheum a­ 
tism should be suspected . 
The positive d iagn osis should be 
mad e by u phy sician , but the exist­ 
en ce of the d isease should alw ay s be 
suspected if the sufferer com plain s 
of pain in the join ts. 
This is p a r­ 
ticularly true if the victim ru n s a 
high fever, sw eats freely , has poor 
ap p etite an d is extrem ely restless. 
Qn ce the d iagn osis is m ad e it is 


Im perative that the victim remain in 
bed un til the fever an d other prom i­ 
n en t 
sy m ptom s 
d isappear. 
Relief 
from pain is obtain ed by placin g the 
afflicted join t or join ts In a com fort­ 
able position an d w rappin g the limb 
in lay ers of cotton battin g or flan ­ 
n el. 
At times a well-fitted , pad d ed 
splin t of wood or light plaster of 
paris ban d age is ben eficial. 
I can n ot overemphasize the Im por­ 
tan ce 
an d 
n ecessity 
ot 
prolon ged 
rest in bed . 
This is especially im­ 
portan t for y oun g child ren an d is at 
presen t our on ly method of guard in g 
again st 
in volvemen t 
of tlie 
heart. 
It is the belief ot m an y d octors 
that acute rheum atic fever or rh eu ­ 
m atism can be traced to a cen ter of 
in fection som ewhere in the bod y . For 
this reason it is ad visable that all 
in fected an d d iseased ton sils, sin uses, 
teeth an d other in fected organ s be 
given atten tion .
